Catholic Board 
reviews Woodlands 
school sites 


Trustees of the St. Albert 
Catholic School District No. 3 
voted against joining the 
Yellowhead Regional Film 
Library on Monday, Nov- 
ember 17. Trustee Peter 
Freeman made the motion 
against joining the library 
although he said that the 


board should again consider 
joining at a later date when 
government policy has been 
determined and when an 
evaluation of the library has 
been made by the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

The board viewed a video 
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Monday and regular council 
meetings will be held each 
first and third Monday. 

The fourth Monday of each 
month will be slated for the 
administration meeting and 
the fifth Morday night will 
remain open. 

Mayor Plain said that. 
administrative meetings will 
be fairly restrictive in ‘terms 
of what we look at,’’ such as 
claims for non-performance 
of contracts by particular 
companies. 

The mayor emphasized 
that council had to have 
reports on such items. So the 
administrative meetings will 
deal with internal affairs, the 
mayor continued, such as 
personnel, company or cor- 
porate activities, managing 
quasi-legal or other matters.

Since then he has had the 
job of animal control officer 
for the Town of St. Albert 
and drives from the city each 
day to the animal shelter and 
office down on Riel Drive. 

Very much his own boss, 
Mr. Tupling feels that he’s 
helped to get the dog and cat 
problem in St. Albert under 
control and one way to keep 
it under control is to let the 
public know about St. Al- 
bert’s regulations as far as 
keeping pets is concerned. 

While Mr. Tupling is glad 
to have got away from the 
nerve-racking driving of 
people-packed buses down 
east, as well as the terrible 
winter driving conditions, 
there are a few problems he 
has to face in his job as town 
animal control officer. 

Coming between people 
and their pets is always a 
touchy issue and Mr. Tupling 
says that he’s already had 
three people threaten him 
with their fists and even 
once got a threat over the 
phone that someone was 
going to shoot him. 

But Mr. Tupling is deter- 
mined to enforce the town’s 
animal control bylaw and 
with a lot of humanity and 
sympathy towards the ani- 
mals. He sometimes has to 
destroy them if they are 
unclaimed for any length of 
time, or if he can’t find a 
home for them,

Petition started on Rec complex 


Following a meeting at 
their home last week the 
Iddings had a petition pre- 
pared for a vote on the 
money bylaw of two million, 
eight hundred and fifty-five 
thousand dollars. to be 
borrowed for a $5.3 million 
Recreation Complex on Hi- 
ghway 2, the former site of 
the Kinsmen Rodeo. 

A group of canvassers 
started Monday evening and 
Mr. Iddings said they intend 
to call at every door in St. 
Albert. 

Asked about the reasons 
behind the petition, Mr. 
Iddings said that the citizens 
should have a Say in the 
siting of such a complex, and 


further ‘‘we feel there are 
better alternatives.’’ He felt 
that a covered pool attached 
to a school would serve the 
town's needs well, and the 
town doesn't need a major 
olympic pool. He also said 
the people at the meeting 
thought that three or four 
arenas serving neighborhood 
areas, where parents can get 
out and watch their kids, and 
skate with them, would be 
more advantageous than a 
2,000-seat arena. 

The Shelley report on 
recreation, commissioned by 
the town some years ago also 
took the approach that 
neighborhood facilities, ex- 
panding with the town as 


required, would best serve 
the residents, it was ob- 
served. 

Roger and Donna Iddings 
had 20 questions on the Rec 
Complex presented to coun- 
cil the week of November 
10th, mainly concerned with 
direct and related costs of the 
complex and annual opera- 
ting costs. 

People wishing to sign the 
petition are asked to have the 
legal description of their 
property ready when the 
canvasser calls, and anyone 
interested in helping with the 
petition, or wanting further 
information may call the 
Iddings at 459-3747. 


Caught red - handed 


St. Albert RCMP caught a 
21 year old man immediately 
after he had broken into 
Premier Esso on the night of 
November 23. 

He was caught red handed 
at 10 p.m., before he had 
time to do any damage or 
steal cash or goods an RCMP 
spokesman said.

The offices 1S letter car- 
riers, four part time postal 
clerks and two part time 
postal clerks, as well as 
supervisory staff are all back 
on the job. 

Wickets at the office open- 
ed Tuesday for the first time 
since the strike began. 


Postmaster John Pawlow- 
ski emphasizes however that 
the mail service is only 
normal for St. Albert resi- 
dents and there is still no 
service - in or out - beyond 
the town boundaries. 

There has been no picket- 
ing at the St. Albert post 
office and no hassle from the 
postal union, Mr. Pawlowski 
added. 

Local mail services began 
November 20 with the de- 
livery of pension cheques.

When they move into St. 
Albert they have to’ get 
hooked up with water and 
electricity. On the form 
which St. Albert gives the 
new resident, it is very 
clearly pointed out that if 
they have a dog of three 
months and over, then they 
must get a licence for it. The 
one from the previous town 
or city is invalid. 

And yet in spite of this, 
Mr. Tupling points out that 
8S per cent of the dogs he 
picks up have no licence. 

It costs $10.00 to get a 
license for each male or 


female dog and this is cut 
down to $5.00 if they are 
spayed or neutered. 


If the animal is caught at 


large in St. Albert un- 
attended by an owner then it 
costs $25.00 to get the 
unlicensed dog back from the 
pound plus a $5.00 pound 
fee. If the dog is licensed the 
total cost is $20.00. 


Owners of dogs traced 


back to their homes can also 
be given a ticket with 
penalties of $10 - $15.00 
depending on whether or not 
the dog is licensed. They 
have up to 14 days to pay the 
fine and if not they can get a 
court summons under the 
authority of the bylaw. 


Under the bylaw the 


animal control officer has the 
power to destroy any animal 
after 48 hours 
unlicensed and 72 hours if it 
is licensed. 


if it is 


But Mr. Tupling empha- 


sizes that if the dog is a good 
one he has discretionary 
powers and in one case he 
kept a dog for up to three 
weeks before it was claimed 
by its owner. 


‘T try to give the owners 


every chance to pick up their 
dog."’ he says, adding that 
he knows there will 
trouble if the bylaw is stuck 
to too rigidly.

Cats are known to dig up 
garbage as well as urinate on 
residents’ doors and the 
stink is terrible. 

“Not only that,”” says Mr. 
Tupling, ‘‘I know of a cat 
that’s bitten two children on 
Fairfax Crescent and last 
spring I had one on Fiint 
Crescent that zipped a girl in 
the arm.” 

Mr. Tupling said that 
there were lots of wild cats 
(roamers) around St. Albert - 
they go wild after just two 
months on the loose - and 
many of these get caught in 
skunk traps in town ravines. 

And as for dead cats, there 
was a time last summer when 
the animal control officer was 
picking up a dead one a day. 

The stray cats seem to 
outdo the dogs for their 
ferocity. Mr. Tupling recall- 
ed a time when he took one 
Stray out of its cage and it 
sprang to the phone, ‘‘and it 
was wild!"’ he exclaimed. 

‘That cat made a lunge for 
my face,’’ he continued, 
‘and I had to club it."’ Mr. 
Tupling, showing claw marks 
on his hand from a tangle 
with a cat, said that one way 
of getting rid of the cat 
problem in town would be to 
educate leaving residents to 
take their pet with them. 


DESTROYING ANIMAL 
NEVER PLEASANT 


Many people feel that it is 
inhumane to destroy pets 
and Mr. Tupling shares this 
view. He remembers after 
destroying one animal that 
he had to go for a beer, the 
act made him so sick. 

He says that a group in the 
United States has started a 
service known as ‘Protect - a 
- Pet"’ and this has caught on 
in Canada. 

Basically the dog is tatt- 
ooed and this acts as 
insurance that the dog will 
not be destroyed while in the 
pound. The main problem is 
that sizes of pounds would 
have to increase to cope with 
such an approach. 

And Mr. Tupling esti- 
mates there are at least 4,000 
dogs in St. Albert. 

When an animal has to be 
destroyed at the pound, it is 
done so humanely with an 
injection administered by a 
vet. This is probably more 
humane than the method

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which is used in Edmonton. 
There dogs and cats are 
thrown into a decompression 
chamber several at-a time, 
where they asphyxiate under 
the extreme pressure, their 
lungs and other vital organs 
caving in. 

It costs $10.00 a shot to call 
in the vet and Mr. Tupling is 
investigating the possibility 
of doing without a vet and 
giving animals which have to 
be destroyed a one c.c. shot 
of fluid which only costs 65 
cents. 

This drug kills the animal 
in a matter of seconds and is 
quite painless. 


As far as Mr. Tupling is 
concerned, he has no grudge 
against the animals. Those in 
the pound last Friday morn- 
ing obviously regarded him 
as a friend and this was 
especially the case with a 
large dog part malamute and 
part wolf. The problem is not 
with the animals but with the 
people who own them. 

“Some figure St. Albert's 
a small town and their dogs 
should be able to run loose,” 
he says as he points to his 
cowboy boots which he wears 
to save him from being bitten 
by smaller dogs when out on 


the beat. 

So far this year, up till the 
end of October, 241 dogs and 
60 cats have been picked up 
in St. Albert with 160 
returned to their owners, 
Eighty-three dogs have had 
to be destroyed and 45 cats. 
. Infringements to St. Al- 
bert’s dog bylaw have netted 
the town $5,151 so far this 
year. 

If you have a dog and want 
to abide within the town’s 
bylaw you can get a license at 
the pound, Robinson’s Pet 
Shop at the Grandin Shop- 
pers Mall, or the Town Hall.

Road improvements with 
significance for residents of 
the Town of St. Albert, which 
have been approved for the 
1976 provincial budget, have 
been announced by MLA 
Ernie Jamison. 

Paving projects are app- 
roved for three thorough- 
fares, which would alleviate 
the problems of motorists 
travelling to Edmonton and 
back: 

170th Street will be done 
from St. Albert to 137th 
Avenue. 137th Avenue will 
be paved from St. Albert 
Trail to 170th Street, and 


156th Street will be done 
from 137th Avenue to {25th 
Avenue. The St. Albert MLA 
noted that the programs are 
now subject to new budget- 
ary considerations. 

Not approved but under 
consideration for 1976 is the 
paving of 170th Avenue, with 
connector roads to Edmon- 
ton, possibly 127th Street, 
113A Street and 97th Street. 

Mr. Jamison also noted 
that no changes whatever are 
anticipated in the Resiricted 
Development Area as pre- 
viously announced.

Changes in 
municipal structures 


Between October '74 and 
Act '75, the Municipal Goy- 
ernment followed a format in 
which committee of the 
whole meetings were inter- 
spersed between council 
meetings. At the annual 
organizational meeting on 
©ctober 27, 1975, the council 
decided to introduce certain 
changes in this format in 
order to improve the overall 
efficiency and effectiveness 
of the time expended by each 
council member. 

The changes are as follows 
Firstly, the committee of the 
whole meetings were chan- 
ged from a council meeting 
to a regular committee 
format. In effect, the newly 
constituted committee of the 
whole deals with specific 
items which require indepth 
deliberations and consider- 
ations. The ‘‘dry-run’’ aspect 
of previous committee of the 
whole meetings - literally 
quasi council meetings has 
been eliminated. The net 
eifect is that more time can 
oe allocated to the examin- 
ation of complicated issues 
instead of processing routine 
‘run of the mill items’’ 
which are adequately dealt 
with by one appraisal during 
1 regular council meeting. 
Secondly, it was approved in 
principle that the council 
should establish a Municipal 
Planning Commission which 
would: be empowered to 
handle routine matters rela- 
ted to planning considera- 
tions which fall within exist- 
ing council policy para- 
meters. It is felt that the 
establishment of the MPC 
wil! give council, as a whole, 
lime to concentrate on 
planning matters requiring 
policy decisions’ inputs. This 
should improve our policy 
input into planning matters 
which effect all St. Albert 
residents. Thirdly, it was felt 
thai council should have the 
opportunity to obtain a 
regi lar overall briefing on

internal administrative matt- 
ers in order to maintain and 
obtain the overall perspec- 
tive and familiarity needed to 
formulate changes in broad 
administrative policies. Giv- 
en the efficiency gains ob- 
tained from restructuring the 
committee of the whole and 
estavlishment of the MPC, 
council will be able to fill its 
administrative policy role by 
replacing one regular com- 
mittee of the whole with an 
administrative committee 
meeting. It is hoped that on 
occasion the internal admini- 
strative meetings agendas 
can be reduced to the point 
that council members will 
have the opportunity to 
allocate more of their scarce 
time to their other board, 
commission and special co- 
mmittee duties. 

In closing, it is felt that the 
above re-organization will 
allow all members of the 
council to obtain a full 
overview of all of the 
municipalities’ operations. In 
addition, it will give the 
residents elected represen- 
tatives more time to concen- 
trate on the formulation and 
re-evaluation of the numer- 
ous policies which regulate 
the manner and way that 
residents and firms inter- 
relate with each other in our 
community. (This is particu- 
larly important ina year in 
which the majority of our 
general plan work has to be 
completed). 

At the next organizayional 
meeting in October, 1976, 
members of council will 
evaluate this revised format 
and examine the desirability 
of modifying or changing this 
structure. It is hoped that if 
any residents have any 
suggestions to make in this 
regard, that these will be 
passed on to either myself 
and/or various councillors 
during the course of this 
year.

Lots of St. Albert resolutions 
carried at AUMA convention 


Seventeen resolutions 
submitted by the Town of St. 
Albert were adopted at the 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association Convention in 
Calgary last month. 

Two from Gibbons and one 
from Morinville were also 
adopted at the convention 
out of a total of 106 adopted. 

Resolutions adopted at the 


convention from St. Albert 
called for the provincial 
government to provide in- 
come tax deduction up to 75 
per cent for municipal elec- 
tion campaign expenses to a 
maximum of $500; another 
called on the government to 
amend its legislation so that 
municipalities could send out 
instalment tax notices if the 
municipality had passed a

Always something 


remarkable 
in night skies

The night skies above St. 
Albert and Edmonton have 
been quite remarkable for 
their phenomena recently. 

Last Tuesday night (Nov- 
ember 17) was no exception 
with the moon partially 
eclipsed from about 6:20 
p.m. to 7:10 p.m. 

The moon presented an 
eerie sight as it crept in full 
phase from the eastern 
prairie horizon with what 
seemed to be a cloud 
obscuring its north-east sec- 
tor. The cloud was of course 
part of the earth's shadow 
traversing the moon's sur- 
face. 

While we had an eclipse 
last week, this time of year is 
also marked with a high 
frequency .of meteorites bur- 
ning themselves out in the 
night sky. These are comm- 
only known as shooting stars. 
Unfortunately they seem to 
have a nasty habit of not 
showing up when you look 
for them. So you are more 
likely to see them shooting 
across the night sky when 
you least expect it. 


The writer saw a tremen- 
dous shooting star about a 
week ago when driving down 
into the North Saskatchewan 
valley on Edmonton's south 
side. 

The star, in a falling 
course, traced a bright scar 
across the sky at incredible 
speed before fading out in 
the depths of the night. 

Going back to the eclipse, 
western Canada was cheated 
out of seeing a total eclipse 
because of its geographic 
position. But the further east 
you went, the more total the 
eclipse was. In fact Montreal 
saw the moon completely 
blacked out by the earth's 
shadow. 

The total eclipse lasted for 
about 30 seconds at about 
6:22 p.m. 

It was visible from the 
western part of Australia, 
most of ‘Asia, the Indian 
Ocean, Africa, Europe in- 
including the British Isles, 
the Atlantic Ocean, Green- 
land, the Arctic region, 
North America, except the 
west, and most of South 
America.

bylaw to that effect; another 
requested the province to 
provide grants to assist in the 
establishment of qualified 
ambulance services in re- 
gional health care delivery 
points; another wanted the 
provincial government’s un- 
conditional grant assistance 
program to include popula- 
tion growth factors in com- 
piling the level of financial 
assistance provided to each 
municipality. And in view of 
inflation, another ‘resolution 
from St. Albert adopted at 
the convention called for the 
provincial government to 
amend allits legislation to 
maintain the real value of the 
dollar amount approved by 
the legislature. 

Other resolutions carried 
called for the government to 
grant additional financial 
support to those munici- 
palities in high growth rate 
areas, called for the govern- 
ment to establish noise 
buffering standards for coll- 
ector roads, and arterial 
roads near urban centres, 
and also requested that pro- 
vincial laws be amended to 
ensure that all annexations of 
land to a municipality must 
be initiated by the munici- 
pality desirous of enlarging 
its boundaries. 

St. Albert also asked via 
the convention that the 
provincial government ‘‘in- 
crease its investment in 
human capital ... by sub- 
stantially expanding their 
support for all types of 
preventive social service 
programs."’ 

And St. Albert, along with 
Fort Saskatchewan reques- 
ted that local governments 
be allowed to retain the right 
to select their own priorities 
within the overall budgetary 
limit imposed by the pro- 
vincial and federal govern- 
ments, 

Concerning new home ow- 
nership for young people, St. 
Albert also requested that 
the AUMA recommend to 
the Government of Alberta 
that it extend the Starter 
Home Subsidy program to 
apply to all housing units. 

A resolution on the reg- 
ional content component in 
recreational and culture pro- 
grams asked that ‘‘after the 
documented evidence is pro- 
vided to the government 
indicating the refusal or 
acceptance of some or all 
neighbouring municipalities 
to participate in a regional 
agreement, that the munici- 
pality submitting the appli- 
cation can obtain the same 
Status - the granting of the 10 
per cent regional funding - as 
granted Edmonton and Cal- 


gary.” 

On test centres for maxi- 
mum noise fevels, St. Al- 
bert’s resolution was carried 
that the province establish 
test centres for controlled 
testing of vehicles for noise 
bylaw enforcement. 

On maximum noise levels, 
the AUMA was asked to 
petiton the provincial and 
federal governments to enact 
legislation setting maximum 
noise levels for each type of 
vehicle restricting it to the 
manufacturing of vehicles 
and related parts. 

Another resolution carried 
at the convention from St. 
Albert, pointing out that 
local governments perform 
as important a role in serving 
the electorate as the federal 
and provincial governments, 
resolved that a_ special 
committee of the AUMA be 
established to meet with the 
cabinet and establish general 
protocol guidelines for pro- 
vincial - municipal dealings 
in the province. 

On urban recreation areas 
a resolution was carried that 
the province and the munici- 
palities co-operate in their 
efforts to develop park areas 
close tourban centres so that 
citizens have adequate out- 
door recreation close at 
hand, That resolution from 
St. Albert points out that 
‘recreational green areas 
near urban centres are often 
inadequate.”’ 

On the multi-purpose re- 
creation and culture pro- 
gram, a final resolution from 
St. Albert carried recom. 
mended that the provincial 
regulations be amended to 
allow local government and 
boards to determine the per- 
centage of recreational and 
cultural facilities which best 
serve the interests of thie 
people within each munici- 


pality. 
OTHER RESOLUTIONS 


Two resolutions from the 
village of Gibbons were also 
carried at the convention. 
One recommended that the 
municipal government and 
the provincial government 
end their year at the same 
time t0 encourage proper 
budgeting practices and 
more efficient operation. The 
second called for the elim- 
ination of the $500 develop- 
ment charges fee under the 
Municipal Government Act. 

The Town of Morinville 
also requested that the pro- 
vincial government review 
section 242 of the Municipal 
Government Act so that a 
wider scope for off-site cost 
uses might be indicated.

Young bowler recognized by Premier 


Thirteen year old Chris 
Ahronson, of 54 Grandora, 
was presented a 1975 Alberta 
Achievement Award by Pre- 
mier Loughc-d at the Cal- 
gary Convention Centre, 
Saturday, November 8. The 
premier presented her the 
award for placing first ina 
recognized national compe- 
tition during the period of 
September 1, 1974 to August 
31, 1975. 

Chris won a God Medal in 
bantam girls singles at the 
Canadian Youth 5-Pin Bowl- 
ing Championship last Sep- 
tember in Ottawa. She 
defeated Christine Danis of 
Quebec by 12 pins in a 
playoff game. Her mother 
Marcelle said Chris was cry- 
ing when she beat the 
Quebec girl. ‘‘She didn’t 
want to beat a girl she'd 
made friends with,’’ Mrs. 
Ahronson said, ‘‘but she 
wanted to win.”’ 

Chris is the latest acc- 
omplished bowler in her 
family. An uncle won the 
Youth Bowling Council ch- 
ampionship two years in a 
row about 12 years ago, and 
her 19 year old sister Marilyn 
placed second in the previn- 
cial senior bowler’s competi- 
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tion last May. 

Her father Bud is Chris’ 
first. coach, and Francis 
Robillard of Windsor Bowl- 
ing Alley on the south side of 
Edmonton also coaches her. 
“Chris’ winning attitude is 
what makes her a cham- 
pion,’’ Mr. Robillard said. 

“She isn’t discouraged or 
upset after bowling a bad 
game, but after coming for 
advice on how to correct it, 
adjusts her playing right 
away. She has an unorthodox 
game with her own style, 
mannerisms and rhvthmn, 
but she’s like basebail player 
Lou Gherhig used to be at the 
plate - goofy, but effective.”’ 

Chris has a natural talent 
which has developed since 
she first started bowling at 
the age of six. At Sir George 
Simpson Junior High, Chris 
is an above average Grade 8 
student who excels in every 
sport, even hard contact ones 
such as hockey and soccer.

The Town of St. Albert is currently carrying out a comprehensive transportation study to establish existing and future transportation 
requirements both for the town and the corridor between Edmonton and St. Albert. Some of the major areas under investigation include 
road networks, public transit, truck routes, pedestrian walkways, cycle paths and the impact of future developments.

The annual general meet- 
ing of the St. Albert Safety 
Council was held on Thurs- 
day, November 13 at Robert 
Rundle School. 

There was a good turnout 
of members, and we were 
happy to welcome two guests 
- Joan Gaunce of St. Albert 
Parks and Recreation De- 
partment, and Bob Novikoff 
of the Alberta Safety Coun- 
cil. 

The chairman, Mrs. Jane 
Nelson, in her report, gave a 
resume of the year’s ac- 
tivities, indicating that, des- 
‘pite initial membership pro- 
blems, following a member- 
ship drive, enough enthus- 
iastic new members came 
forward to join the old to 
make it a successful year. 

The Pedal Pushers’ pro- 
gram suffered from: a lack of 
volunteers, but enough were 
eventually mustered to han- 
dle approximately 300 child- 
ren. 

Defensive driving courses 
were offered on a monthly 
basis. 

The Safety Council pro 
duced three programs on 
Capital Cable, Channel 11 -- 
giving more exposure to 
more people than is possible 
by the other media alone.

Maria Montessori devel- 
oped several maxims which 
summarized her attitudes 
towards the child and his 
learning potential, and des- 
cribed the child’s basic plea 
to the adults around him - 
“Help me to help myself.”’ 

Childhood is inevitably a 
time of dependency, but this 
does not need to be extended 
indefinitely, however, Mon- 
tessori believed that every 
child, in order to develop a 
feeling of self-worth, needs 
to feel he or she is at least 
somewhat responsible for his 
environment, and is also able 
to make decisions - at a level 
that he can handle - on his

own. It is humiliating for any 
individual to be almost 
totally dependent on another 
human being, and no less so 
for the child. He desperately 
needs to feel that he can 
affect his environment posi- 
tively, otherwise he will 
resort to other - more des- 
tructive - ways of relating to 
the world around him. 

A Montessori classroom 
helps to fulfill this basic need 
in a child by placing him in a 
planned environment, de- 
monstrating clearly HOW to 
perform the various activities 
within it. And then allowing 
him to make his own 
decisions as to what he will 


do - and when - and how 
long. Ground rules are basic 
and do not infringe on his 
freedom anymore than is 
absolutely necessary for his 
own protection and that of 
others. (Example - a child 
may not interfere with 
another child’s work). 

In addition, because a 
child is shown clearly how to 
perform basic, practical life 
exercises, he is capable of 
correcting his own mistakes, 
and does not have the 
humiliation of having to call 
on an adult for help should 
accidents occur. An example 
might be spilling water that 
he is pouring from one 
container to another. Be- 


Community school concept 
discussed by District 6 


The education meeting 
held in the board room of the 
St. Albert Protestant Separ- 
ate School District No. 6 on 
Wednesday, November 19 
dealt with the concept of 
Community schools. 

Trustee Don Munro, ch- 
airman of the Education 
Committee, introduced the 
subject. In doing so, he 
explained that the commun- 
ity school concept was not 
new. It had been around 
since 1949, Mr. Munro intro- 
duced Mrs. Joan Gaunce, 
recently-appointed Commu- 
nity Schools Co-ordinator of 
the Town of St. Albert, and 
he asked Assistant Superin- 
tendent Bob Prather to give 
some background informa- 


tion, Mr. Prather had re- 
cently returned from a 
seminar on community core 
schools in Red Deer. 

Mr. Prather said that de- 
fining a community core 
school is difficult. He indica- 
ted that it is more than a 
physical structure. It is more 
of an attitude - a way of 
dealing with children. 

Mr. Prather informed the 
committee that there appears 
to be a drive towards 
community core schools and 
the Alberta Government is 
making it economically ad- 
vantageous to build such 
schools. 

A major feature should be 
that everybody participate in 
the curriculum, trained edu-

cators, parents and students. 
Mr. Prather quoted the views 
of Dr. Brian Staples of 
Further Education Services 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion who feels the curriculum 
must vary. What is appli- 
cable in one area is not in 
another. 

Physical plant and facilit- 
ies do play an important part 
in the successful operation of 
community core schools. 
Buildings should be built for 
use by groups in the regular 
school program and outside 
groups without disruption. 
Apparently, the Red Deer 
School District is presently 
exploring all avenues to 
obtain the best funding and 
the best building for a new 
community core school. 

Mrs. Gaunce, community 
core co-ordinator explained 
her role to the committee, 
outlining some of the key 
areas of responsibility and 
some possible functions of ; 
community core co-ordina- 
tor. 

The responsibilities in- 
clude developing programs 
using community resources, 
e.g. school facilities and 
community personnel, to 
develop the school as a 
centre of community activity 
and encouraging interest and 
involvement of community 
groups and agencies. 


cause such tasks are demon- 
strated clearly to the child at 
a **neutral’’ time (not at the 
time of the accident), he is 
able to cope by himself and 
do the necessary clean-up, 
and go back to his work with 
a minimum of fuss. 

This leads into two more of 
Dr. Montessori’s maxims - 
namely ‘Teach by teaching, 
not by correcting’’ and 
**Never allow a child to risk 
failure until he has a 
reasonable chance of succ- 
ess.”’ 

She believes the child 
should be shown clearly what 
is required of him BEFORE a 
Situation arises, and not 
jumped on when he does do 
something incorrectly. 

Which means that the 
teacher’s main tool is keen 
observation of a child's 
interests and abilities. If he 
has been shown an activity 
and does it incorrectly, she 
merely makes a note - mental 
or otherwise - to demonstrate 
it again at a later date. He is 
NOT told ‘‘that is wrong,”’ 
which could, and usually 
does have the affect of 
making him afraid to try 
again. 

And so ‘‘Never allow a 
child to risk failure...’’ He is 
not permitted to try and 
accomplish complicated ta- 
sks that are beyond his 
current abilities - simply 
because when he is unable to 
do it, he may lose interest 
and feel he has failed. 

So again the teacher’s job 


is to observe what needs the 
child is attempting to fulfill 
and supply them at a level he 
is able to cope with. In effect, 
if a child has frequent 
failures, it is really the 
teacher’s failure and not the 
child’s. She has either not 
demonstrated the activities 
and materials clearly enough 
- or has not steered the child 
towards activities he is 
capable of handling. Which 
is not to say that the child 
does NOT make mistakes - 
and a lot of them. 

In a Montessori classroom 
this is looked on as being 
part of the learning process - 
and not something to be 
upset or horrified about. 
**Practice makes pertect’’ 
could be another Montessori 
maxim, as the child is 
allowed to repeat a task as 
many times as he wishes 
until he has mastered it. He 
is NOT told to do it once and 
then let Johnny have it. He 
can use the same material for 
an entire morning if he 
wishes, and Johnny learns 
patience and self discipline 
by having to wait his turn. 
Johnny is able to choose from 
a large number of other 
activities if he wants to do so. 
He may also, with the other 
child’s permission, watch the 
other child or share in the 
activity. 

Children can appreciate 


the fairness of ‘‘justice’’ of 


this sort of arrangement, as 
they know that they also will 
not be interferred with when

they are absorbed in a task. 
And really what better basis 
could there be for adult life 
than knowing and under- 
standing that in order to 
claim your ‘‘rights’’ you 
must be willing to allow 
others theirs?

trial judge warn the jury of 
the danger of convicting the 
accused if the complainant’s 
(i.e. - the female who has 
been raped or sexually 
assaulted) testimony is not 
corroborated. Under the new 
amendments, the direction is 
abolished for offences such 
as rape, attempted rape, 
intercourse with a girl under 
the age of 14 and indecent 
assault. This deletion of the 
warning does not mean that a 
more lax standard of proof is 


to be applied. It simply 
means that the same stand- 
ard of proof, that is, proof 
beyond a reasonable doubt, 
is to be applied for all 
criminal offences. Such a 
provision seems reasonable 
because there has never 
been any reasonable justifi- 
cation for special proof 
requirements. 

Often when an individual 
is charged with rape or a 
related offence, the victim is 
cross-examined to the point 
of harassment on her past

conduct or general character. 
This type of questioning has 
often given the appearance 
that the victim rather than 
the accused is on trial. In no 
other criminal proceeding is 
the victim’s character or past 
an issue and such cross- 
examination is not permitt- 
ed. Under the new amend- 
ments, evidence of the 
victim’s sexual conduct with 
a person, other than the 
accused, will be permitted 
only if reasonable notice in 
writing is given to the pro-

secutor. The judge will then 
decide, in the absence of the 
jury, whether such evidence 
is necessary for a just 
determination of the case. 
Only if the evidence is of 
particular relevance may the 
judge permit cross-examin- 
ation. 

As it now stands, a section 
of the Criminal Code pro- 
vides that at the trial of the 
accused, the judge may 
exclude the public if in his 
opinion it is in the interest of 
public morals or the proper 
administration of justice- to 
do so. Amendments to this 
section arise from the fact 
that the victim in a rape case 
often becomes a_ public 
spectacle in an open court 
and exposure inhibits the 
testimony of the complain- 
ant. The amendment, there- 
fore, provides that where the 
accused is charged with 
rape, attempted rape, in- 
decent assauli, etc. the judge 
must consider excluding the 
public, when an application 
is made by the accused or 
prosecution. If the order is

denied, reasons must now be 
given. An additional amend- 
ment extends the protection 
to any proceedings rather 
than restricting it to the trial. 
The order may be made for 
all or part of the proceedings. 
An additional measure to 
curtail public exposure pro- 
vides that the judge shall 
make an order prohibiting 
publication of the identity of 
the victim when an appli- 
cation is made by the prose- 
cution. 

As the Criminal Code now 
reads, a judge can order a 
change of place of trial where 
it ‘appears expedient to the 
ends of justice.’’ When the 
victim in a rape trial is from a 
relatively small area, pro- 
blems are encountered. 

Therefore, an amendment 
requires that when an 
accused is charged with rape 
or a related sexual offence, 
the judge must consider a 
change of location of the 
place of trial and should he 
decide that the change is not 
warranted, he must give his 
reasons in writing.
